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rs. In the Palace is a Library, which 
= an annual Fund to aygment and to 
maintain it. The Books are well cho- 
ſen, numerous, and in good caſe; yet it 
wants much of being equal to the Libra- 
ry at Wolfembuttle, tho it might receive 
'a noble addition by his Excellency Baron 
SpPANHELM's Books, which the King 
has purchas'd, and are kept apart in the 
Chancery, No other account needs to 
be given of them, when they are 
known to have bin collected by that 
incomparable Antiquary, polite. Scho- 
lar, and approv'd Stateſman, Near 
to the Royal Library is a Cabinet of 
Raritys, which may be properly call'd 
a rich Treaſure, containing many won- 
derful effects of Nature and Art, ſuch 
as are not eaſily ſeen in other Courts; to 
which muſt be join'd his —_—y Cu» 
rious Collection of Medals, of both 
which a particular account may be ſeen 
in ſeveral Volums, already publiſh'd, of 
Monſieur Bzx Gs x's Theſaurwe Bran. 
deburgicus, The Moderns have pro» 
duc'd nothing that exceeds the Eque- 
ſtrian Statue, which by Order of the 
King is elevated to the Honor of his 
illuſtrious Father (the greateſt General 
of the former Age) on the fine Bridg 
of ſquare Stone, which his Majefty has 


caus'd 
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caus'd to be built over a Branch of the 
Spre. / The Man and the Horſe are one 
intire piece, which was caſt at once; it 
weighs 3000 Quintals of Metal, and 
coſt forty thouſand Crowns.

ITis for thoſe Gentlemen 
ſo to diſtinguiſh themſelves, by their va- 
luable Productions, as to make this Re- 
flection to paſs in the World for nothing 
but a Jeſt. Now of all the Curioſitys 


of Berlin, the moſt principal is the ne - 


Royal Palace, which is a building and 
very forward in the Quarter of Colen, 
on the ſame Ground where the old Ca- 
ſtle ſtood.

culars, out of which I cou'd not extricat 


my ſelf a long time; nor will I take this 
opportunity (tho a moſt proper one) to 
ſhew you my Skill in Architecture, and 
that 1 have read all the Commentators 
on ViTKuvius, "Tis better to ſay 
nothing on ſuch a Subject, than not to 
ſay enough. But, till I can procure 
the Plan of it, I ſhall only inform you 
that notwithſtanding you have travel d 
very I oy you, never {aw any thing 
more exact, commodious, or ſtately;

tho I confeſs you have bin in one or two 
that might be more capacious, but then 
they were leſs regular. In ſhort, the 
other Palaces of Europe that have had ſo 
many Kings ſucceſſively to inlarge, 
adorn, or repair them, are like to be- 
com obſcure, and to ſerve for a foil to 
that of the firſt Chriſtian King of Pruſ- 
ſia; as his very Crown and Scepter, by 
the Number, Splendor, and Value of 
their precious Stones, have already e- 
elipsꝰd all theirs.

People. Since King WiLL1AM re- 
eftabliſh'd our ſinking Liberty, thoſe 

who were diſcontented with that or him, 

wou'd not conſent to arm ſo many for 

their Defence. And, to let you fee 

that I am not partial (as you ſomtimes 
reproach me) to any ſort of People, ſom 

of our Country Gentlemen underſtood 

this matter ſo little, that they were 
againſt it from ſuch pitiful reaſons as I 

' __ ſhow'd be aſham'd to relate, if in the 
| Houſe of Commons, on occaſion of a 
Bill for regulating the Militia, they had 

not ſpoke them too publickly to be ke 

a ſecret. Their Firſt Reaſon was the) 
Preſervation of the Game, as if thoſe 

who did not regard the Laws to that 
purpoſe, wou'd ſcruple to them 

Guns when they meant to tranſgreſs ; or 

as if the People of England were rather 

to be expos'd to their Enemys, than a 

few Beaſts and Birds to them: beſides 

that the King of Pruſſia has vaſtly a 
greater ſtore of Game, and yet truſts 
to the Orders he has made to ſecure it. 
Their Second Reaſon was the fear of 
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increafing Robbers or Houſe-breakers; 
but in effect if they do not put Arms 
into the Hands of all ſuch (for they'll 
take care to provide themſelves) yet they 
diſarm innocent People, who will yield 
Obedience to the Laws, and ſo be made 
incapable of ſelf-defence : wheras had 
every Man a Gun, they wou'd not 
only deter Rogues from aſſaulting them, 
but they cou'd com ſeaſonably to the 
Reſcue and Aſſiſtance of their Neigh- 
bors. Theſe and ſuch other Reaſons 
might temt a Man to believe, that they 
who made uſe of them, had ſom dan- 
gerous Deſign in their Heads; but that 
their other Actions prove em uncapable 
of it, and ther fore I am perſuaded that 
in this matter they ſincerely meant what 
they ſpoke, as much as they, who, out 
of a pretended Zeal for the eſtabliſh'd 
Church, were againſt arming the Diſ- 
ſenters, who are as hearty againſt France 
as themſelves. But to return to the 
King of Pruſſia's Militia, the Denomi- 
nation of the Regiments will be taken 
from the great Citys and Provinces, 
which will breed an Emulation among 
thoſe Troops to equal or excede one 
another, for the Honor of their Coun- 
try: and I verily believe, the King of 
France had the * Thoughts, you

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he follow'd the fame. Method, in the 
Names of ſeveral of his ſtanding Reg 
ments. I ſhall only add on this Subject, 
that Noſe who do not ſee with a good 
Ey the aggrandizing of the Houſe of 
Brandenburg, make as if they thought 
lightly of all this, altho to little purpoſe: 
for ſuch is his Majeſty's Reſolution, that 
he will not be eaſily put out of conceit 
with a Project which is likely one Day 
to contribute ſo much to the Wealth 
and Safety of the Country, as well as 
to the Glory and Power of the Prince, 
who has nothing to fear, ſo long as he 
procures the Good of the People com- 
mitted by God to his charge. 


30. I KNOW I cou'd not ſend 
more agreable News to ons, who 
bears ſo much Reſpect and gogd Will 
to the King of Pruſſia, not without the 
ſtrongeſt Reaſons in the World: for 
beſides that on many Accounts the States 
will have perpetual need of his Friend» 
ſhip, Counſels, and Aſſiſtance, as his 
Majeſty reciprocally of theirs, your 
Intereſts being inſeparable; I can. alſo 
ſay of my own certain Knowlege, that 
no one Perſon whatever either in Eng- 
land or Holland appears to have a 
deeper Senſe and Apprehenſion of the

overgrown Power of France with its 
rnicious Conſequences, . This makes 
im ' heartily zealous for the common 
Cauſe, as none has more at heart the 
Proſperity of the whoa uf Religion, 
on all which Accounts he'll ingage as 
far as any Prince in maintaining the 
Liberty of Europe. His Majeſty has 
more than once condeſcended to dil- 
courſe me on theſe Subjects; his Excel- 
lency the Count of WarTEMBERG has 
frequently entertain'd me to the ſame 
rpoſe: and tho I am in no public 
Station, yet I cannot but gladly im- 
brace an Opportunity of communicating 
to you thoſe Diſpoſitions ſo favorable 
to your own Country as well as to mine. 
The King has given a late Inſtance of 
this, which I mention by reaſon of cer- 
tain ſcandalous Reports that were 
wickedly ſpread in the World by mali- 
cious People, What advantageous Of- 
fers did he generouſly refuſe trom the 
French, at that very time when they 
were at his Gates, and ravaging his 
Dutchy of Cleves? This was ſo far 
from ſhaking him, as they vainly ima- 
in'd, that on the contrary, as well by 
is Reſolution in adviſing the continuing 
of the Siege, as by the Valor of his 
Troops, and the Ammunition which he

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lent you, he contributed more than all 
the other Princes of the Empire to 
humble France by the taking of Key ſer- 
ſwaardt, when ſo many were of opi- 
nion to abandon it, which wou'd have 
begun a Campaign I ſhou'd be ſorry 
to deſcribe. To enter into the Cha- 
racer of any Perſons beſides the Royal 
Family was no part of your Inſtruc- 
tions: and as to certajn other matters 
you muſt have ſom regard to my par- 
ticular Circumſtances ; but if I live, you

Brunſwick, you know, 'not 
many Years ago, was one of the Im- 
perial of Hans-Towns, - During the 
time it continu'd a Republic it flouriſh'd 
exceedingly, drove a mighty Trade, 
and had a Bank of ſufficient Credit. | 
But the Dukes of Brunſwick renewing 
their Pretenſions upon it, which it ſeems 
were very juſt, they took it in a few 
Days, having borrow'd firſt all the 
Pouder in the Town for another pre- 
tended Expedition, whence a Brunſ- 
wicker became a Name of Reproach in 
the other Imperial Citys. Immediatly 
all the wealthy Merchatits tranſported 
themſelves, and what they cou'd of 
their Effects, to Hamburgh, Amſterdam, 
and other trading Towns; the Bank 
was vatliſh'd in an inſtant, never to be 
 reviv'd (for tis a ſort of Plant that can- 
not livre an hour — ma;

One of 'em told | 
me the Citizens were a Pack of Rogues | 
that deſerv'd no better, and that 'they | 
were never good Subjects till they were 
made poor; which is, as I underſtood it, 
that formerly they were willing to keep 
their own, but that now they had no- 
thing to ſtrive ſor. Another in the 
Company, who had ſom Imploy ment, 
and pretended to Politics, ſaid that it 
was very true they were downright 
Cheats, for that when the Town was 
taken, there was little Mony found in 
their Bank (a woful diſappointment! 
ſo that they dealt upon imaginary Cre- 
dit. I anſwer'd, that when they under - 
ſtood the Deſigns againſt them, they 
might probably convey the Mony to o- 
ther Places; or granting their Effects 
were not anſwerable to their Credit, 
that this was common to them with 
moſt others, it being never ſuppos d 
that all who deal with any will make 
their Demands at once.

2, IT is ſurprizing, SIR, to con- 
ſider how little Trade is underſtood in 
moſt parts of Germany, and how few 
in [the Service of Princes are Maſters of 
political Arithmetic. A very few they 
are indeed that have any tolerable skill in 
Figures or Calculations, which proves a 
notable Injury to the Exchequer, and 
generally occaſions the Prince to be the 
Dupe of all Undertakers or Farmers of 
any public Dutys, and to be impos'd 
upon in Treatys with foren States.

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of England with the Act of Succeſſion 
paſs'd in our Parliament the preceding 
Winter, and wherby in default of Iflue 
of the Queen's Body, the Princeſs S o- 
PH14, and her Deſcendents being Pro- 
teſtants are to ſuccede to the Imperial 
Crown of England, France, and Ire- 
land, I had then all imaginable Oppor- 
tunitys to make Obſervations on the 
Court, and to underſtand the Charac- 
ters of Perſons. But as for the Elector's 
Country, I have ſeen little of it, beſides 
Hanover it ſelf; tho you may perceive 
Hy the Map that it is of a conſiderable 
ex, ent, which will yet be greatly aug- 
met ited when the Dutchy of Zell is uni- 
ted ti it after the preſent Duke's deceaſe, 
who i 's very old. All in Office under the 
Duke have already ſworn conditional 
Allegia ce to the Elector, nor is there 
any thin 5 of moment tranſacted there 
without his Privity and Conſent. He 
and the D. uke have the ſame public Mi- 
niſters in ; foren Courts, which ſhows 
them to be ii the ſame Secret or Intereſt : 
d ia a we 1d, all things are ſo well 


adiyſted, that there can be no Impedi- 


peaceable enjoyment of

of the goodneſs of the Elector's Domi-

We 
may judg likewiſe by the Quota of 
Troops he. furniſhes to the Empire, 
thoſe he lets out to the Allys, and thoſe 
he keeps on foot at home, the number 
of all which you know already, and 


that his Highneſs draws a mighty Profit 


from his Silver Mines in the Hartz or 
part of the Hercynian Foreſt, at the Foot 
of the high Mountain Melibocus, calld at 
preſent Bokkenberg, mention'd by Pro- 
LOMEY, and was the Country of the 
German Hero Azminius or HARMAN. 
And laſtly *tis no ſmall Benefit to that 
Family, that the Biſhopric of Oſnabrug 
falling by turns to Proteſtants and Pa- 
piſts, the Biſhop of the latter Perſuaſion 
may be choſen without Reſtriction 
among all the qualify*d Perſons of his 
Communion, wheras in the Proteſtant

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careful of it, and leſs exacting on the 
Subjects, than where Clergymen poſſeſs 
only for their Lives, and are willing to 
make the beſt of the preſent, without 
any regard to the good of their Sueceſ- 
ſors. By the way, their Relation to 
this Biſhopric has bin made the Ground 
of a baſe Calumny, by ſom of their 
ill wiſhers. in England; and 'tis menti- 
on'd in many of their Pamphlets, as if 
they were ſo indifferent in point of Re- 
ligion, as generally to breed up one of 
their Sons a Papiſt in order to qualify 
bim for Biſhop of Oſnabrug: and People 
not knowing but the Biſhop of Oſna- 
burg is always a Papiſt, becauſe at pre- 
{ent he is ſo, being the Duke of Lo- 
R A1N'Ss Brother, and hearing likewiſe 
that ſeveral of the Houſe of Hanover 
have bin actually Biſhops there; they 
too eaſily ſuffer themſelves to be abus'd 
by the falſeſt Fact in the World. 


3. HANOVER is ſituated in a 
ſandy Soil upon the River Laine, which 
is navigable only by ſmall Boats. It 
is regularly fortify'd, and divided into 
the new and old Towns, which is al- 
ways a ſign of a thriving place. The 
Apartments of the Palace are very fine 
and richly furnifh'd, It was in old

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Time a large Monaſtery, but ſo well 
metamorphos'd fince, that no Footſteps 
remain of the Original. There is a 
pritty Theatre with handſom Lodges 
tor all Qualitys; for no body pays Mo- 
ny that goes to a Play there, the Prince, 
as in ſom other Courts of Germany, 
being at all the expence to entertain the 
Town as well as the Court. But the 
Opera-houſe in the Caſtle is viſited as a 
Rarity by all Travellers, as being the 
beft painted and the beſt contriv'd in all 
Europe. The Elector's Chappel is alſo 
finely painted, and certainly nothing can 
be in greater Order and Method than 
whatever belongs to his Highneſs, as I 
ſhall tell you more particularly by and 
by. The Court in general is extremely 
polite, and even in Germany it is accoun- 
ted the beſt, both for Civility and De- 
corum, The Vice of Drinking ( tor 
which that Nation is ſo much branded) 
is ſo far from —_— here, that tho no 
body is abridg'd of his Pleaſure in this 
reſpect, yet I never knew greater Sobri- 
ety, nor a more exact Government in a 
privat Family, It is not for me to pre- 
tend to judg of their Entertainments. 
Strangers of Figure or =? are com- 
monly invited- to the Elector's Table, 
where they are amaz'd to find ſuch eaſy

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Converſation, and to be allow'd a Li- 
berty that no body who deſerves it will 
abuſe. At Court. hours all People of 
Faſhion meet there without any manner 
of conſtraint; and provided they know 

what difference to make between Men 
and Things (which every body that 
coms there is ſuppos'd to do) they may 
freely talk of any Subject even with the 
Elector himſelf, The Ladys are per- 
fectly well bred, obliging, and many

She has ever enjoy'd ex- 
traordinary Health, which keeps her 
ſill very vigorous, of a cheerful Coun- 
tenance, and a merry Diſpoſition. She 
ſteps as firm and erect as any young 
Lady, has not one Wrinkle in her Face 
which is {till very agreable, nor one 
Tooth out of her Head, and reads 
without Spectacles, as I often ſaw her 
do Letters of a ſmall Character in the 
dusk of the Evening. She's as great 
a Worker as our late Queen, and you 
cannot turn your ſelf in the Palace 
without mceting ſom Monuments of 
her Induſtry, all the Chairs of the 
Preſence- Chamber being wrought with 
her own Hands. The Ornaments of 
the Altar in the Electoral Chappel are 
all of her Work. She beſtow'd the 
ſame favor on the Proteſtant Abby or 
College of Lockum, with a thouſand 
other Inſtances fitter for your Lady to 
know than for your ſelf, She's the 
moſt conſtant and greateſt Walker I 
ever knew, never miſſing a Day, if it

Country, and gains the Hearts of all 
Strangers by her unparallel'd Affability. 
No Diſtinction is ever made in her 
Court concerning the Partys into which 
Engliſhmen are divided, and wherof 
they carry the Effects and Impreſſions 
with them whitherſoever they go, 
which makes others ſomtimes uneaſy 
as well as themſelves.

8. THE Elector GzxorGE Le w- 
15 Was born the 28th of May N. S. 
1660, He's a proper, middle-ſiz'd; well» 
proportion'd Man, of a gentile Addreſs, 
and good Appearance. He's not ad- 
difted much to any Diverſions beſides 
| e Hunting; 
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war ny is reſery'd, and therfore 
ſpeaks little, but judiciouſly. He's not 
to be exceeded in his Zeal againſt the 
intended univerſal Monarchy of France, 
and ſo if moſt hearty for the common 
Cauſe of Europe, wherin his own is ſo 
neceſſarily involv'd. He underſtands 
our Conſtitution the beſt of any Forener 
Lever knew; and tho he be well vers'd 
in the Art of War, and of invincible 
Courage, having often expos'd his Per- 
ſon to great Dangers in Ny. ale 
hin, on the Rhine, and in Flanders 
(of which you cannot be ignorant) yet 
he's naturally of peaceable Inclinations, 
which mixture of Qualitys is agreed by 
the Experience of all Ages to make the 
beſt and moſt glorious Princes. He's a 
perfect Man of Buſineſs, exactly regu- 
lar in the Oeconomy of his Revenues, 
reads all Diſpatches himſelf at firſt 
hand, writes moſt of his own Letters, 
and ſpends a very conſiderable part of 
his Time about ſuch Occupations in his

more particular Proof, than that all the 
Expences of his Court (as to Eating, 
Drinking, Fire, Candles, and the like) 
are duly paidevery Saturday Night; the 
Officers of his Army receive their Pay 
every Month, as likewiſe his Envoys 
in every part of Europe; and all the 
Officers of his Houſhold, with the reſt 
that are on the Civil Liſt, are clear'd off 
every half Year. His Adminiſtration 
is moſt equitable, mild, and prudent. 
He's the moſt belov'd by his Subjects of 
any Prince in the World. There is no 
Diviſion or Faction among them, by 
reaſon of his impartial Favor; and in- 
ſtead of railing or grumbling againſt 
his Perſon, they wou'd never make an 
end (if you-wou'd have patience to 
liſten) of telling Storys denoting his 
Tuſtice and Moderation, particularly in 
Diſputes about the Titles of Land, or 
any other Cauſe depending between him 
and his Subjects.

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. readily, He ſpends much of his Time 
at Hernhauſen, which is a Country- 
houſe about an Engliſh Mile and a hall 
from Hanover, 'The Garden is delicat 
indeed, the Water-works great and no- 
ble, the Baſins and Fountains extremel 
large, the Wilderneſs curiouſly — vr 
and deck'd with a perpetual Verdure;

the Orangery is counted one of the lar- 
geſt in all Europe; there are beautiful 
Caſcades, and there is a perfect Thea- 
tre excellently cut out into green Seats, 
the dreſſing-rooms for the Actors being 
ſo many Bowers and Summer houſes on 
each ſide, the whole ſet off with many 
fine Statues, moſt of 'em gilt, and an 
excellent Water-work juſt behind.

But as the Proteſtant 
Miniſters at Ratisbonne did moſt prefling- 


ly inſiſt on the entire Abolition of the 


ourth Article. aforeſaid, and the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of the Affairs of Religion 
on their antient Foundation, even ſo as 


to join theſe things to matters of pub- 


lick Exigence, ſuch as the granting of 
Troops, and the like (which ſhews that 
Tacking is as faſhionable at Raticbonne as 


at Weſtminſter) For this reaſon, I ſay, 


many Deliberations were held inthe Dyer 
about the Means of terminating this 
Difference, without their being able to 
pitch on any effectual Expedient; till at 

length 
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length the Elifor (to demonſtrate his 
Readineſs to accept all reaſonable Con- 
ditions) came to a Reſolution of having 
this Affair adjuſted at his on Court by 
his proper Miniſters, and by thoſe who 
were deputed for that end by his Majeſty 
the King of Pruſſia, to avoid the uſual 
dilatory Proceedings of the Dyer, which 
gave ſmalt'hopes of any ſpeedy Accom- 
modation. His Electoral Highneſs was 
not deceiv'd in his Judgment herein; 
and perceiving what Progreſs was made 
in this Treaty in ſo little a time, princi- 
pally by his own perſonal Care and Ap- 
plication, he did by his Miniſters both at 
London and the Hague invite the Queen 
and the States General to ſend thither 
Mr. Sranhope and Mynheer van Ghent, 
that it might be brought to a Concluſion 
with the greateh, Honour and Solemnity 
poſſible, I knò that our Queen did rea- 
dily conſent to this Offer, from her pious 
Concern for the Welfare of the Prote. 
ſtant Churches abroad; and the States 
General having done as much, I doubt 
not but that both Envoys had repair'd to 
the Palatine Court, were it not that they 
were eas'd of that Trouble by the ſuc- 
ceeding of the Accommodation ſooner 
than was expected, 

This 
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The Treaty was concluded and fign'd 
by his Electoral Highneſs the twenty firſt 
of November, 1705; and the King of 
Praſſia (who in this, as well as in divers 
other Inſtances, has ſignaliz'd his Zeal for 
the Proteſtant Intereſt) was ſo highly ſa- 
tisfy'd therewith, that he made conſide- 
 rable Preſents to all the Miniſters of the 
Palatine Court who had any hand 1a it, 
The Elefor did in the next place notify 
to the Queen, by his Reſident Monſieur 
Sttingens, the publick Declaration he made 
by virtue of the ſaid Treaty, as may be 
ſeen in our Gazettes, He did the like to 
the States General, as well as to the Impe- 
rial Dyet, and to all the Proteſtant Prin- 
ces, I am likewiſe well inform'd, that 
this Declaration was begun to be put in 
execution with as much Fairneſs as Diſ- 
patch, and with ſo great and univerſal a 
Joy of the Proteſtants ohe Palatinate, 
that they celebrated a Day of publick 
Thankſgiving for ſo remarkable and un- 
expected a B effing, 
his is a ſuccin& Hiſtory of the matter 
of Fact, as punRually as I cou'd have 
opportunity to make my Obſervations. 
I wiſh Icould as euſily 8 ve the like ac- 
count of all the Diffic«/ties which ſo long 


retarded the Concluſion of a Buſineſs, 
| which 
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which ſeems to have been very fairly in- 
tended on all hands. But nothing hay- 
ing appear d from the * on this Sub- 
ject, I could only learn from my Corre- 
ſpondent at that Court, that after the 
Eleftor's neceſſary temporizing with 
Rome and France (as aforeſaid) the prin - 
cipal Obſtacle remaining, conſiſted in the 
fixing of the Time, which was to ſerve as 
a Rale whereby to order the intended Re- 
form; ſince it was requiſite to pitch _ 
ſome certain Period, wherein things had 
been ſettled to the fatisfaRtion of the Pro- 
| feſtants, the Innovations complain'd of 
not being introduc'd all at once, nor un- 
der one Pretext, The Proteſtants inſiſted 
on the Year 1624, and the Elector's Mi- 
nifters wou'd have the Year 1618, be- 
cauſe it was provided by a Treaty, that 
Matters of Religion ſhou'd continue in 
the Palatinate upon the ſame foot as they 
were before the Troubles which hap- 
n'd on the ſcore of the Kingdom of 
ohemia-: but that as thoſe Troubles did 
not begin before the Year 1619, it was 
reaſonable to take the Year immediately 
receding. . The Palatine Miniſters did 
rther urge, that altho all the other 
Members of the Empire were oblig'd to

tions concerning Religion, publiſh'd by 
the general Conſent of the Empire ; yet

left to their ſole Arbitration) yet he wou'd

Le 1-43.15 
For my own part, I cannot but frank- 
ly acknowledg after all this, that I am 
entirely cur d of thoſe ill Impreſſions, 
which I formerly conceiv'd againſt: this 
Prince as to Affairs of Religion, taking 
him at preſent to be as much a Friend to 
the Proteſtants (making a due allowance 
for his own Perſuaſion) as I formerly be- 
liev'd him to be their Enemy. Nor can 
I but wonder at the long Continuance of 
thoſe falſe Reports in this Country, not- 
withſtanding the Notoriety of the grea- 
teſt part of the Fats we have. hitherto 
related. But I am much inclin'd to be- 
lieve, that ſome who call themſelves Pro- 
teſtants, and who yet appear no great 
Friends to the Confederates, nor to the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion in one of the Pala- 
tine Family, being exaſperated at the 
Electors molt particular Zeal for the 
Common Cauſe, have made it their Buſi 
neſs to foment a Diſtruſt of him in the 
Opinion 
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Opinion of this Nation, and ſo to blaft 
(@ they could) all the Kindneſsand Con- 
dence he ſeems to have a Title. of ex- 
ting from the Queen, after what he 
he done for the Proteſtants, with fo 
principal a regard to her Majeſty's Inter- 
poſition. Nay, and how far even ſome 
Princes, jealous of the Elector's Glory 
and Reputation on theſe accounts, may 
have comributed to ſpread thoſe diſbonoa- 
rable Reports, is matter fitter for private 
Speculation than publick Diſcuſſion. 
But as to what we have ſo often ſaid, 
that his Electoral Highneſs is no Perſecu- 
tor, it will clearly appear by the DE- 
CLARATION he publiſh'd in his 
Territories, upon the Treaty lately con · 
cluded with the King of Pruſſia, and 
which (as was mention'd before) he im- 
parted to her Majeſty, who was moſt 
highly pleas'd at the good iſſue of a thing 
ſhe rook ſo much to heart, from her ten- 
der. regard to our Proteſtant Brethren 
abroad. This DECLARATION I 
have hereunto annex'd at large, not ons 
ly to ſatisfy the Curioſity of the Publick, 
but likewiſe as a piece that may ſerve 
ſor an excellent Model for all Tranſac- 
tions of the ſame kind. The Proteſtants 
themſelves do not ordinarily grant to one 
2 | B 2 another 
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another what is done here by a Roman 
Catholick ; for not only thoſe of the aif. 
ferent Religions are made equally Parta- 
kers of all Privileges belonging to Citi. 
zens, Merchants, Companies, and other 
Societies; but are alſo admitted indifſerent- 
hy into all civil Poſts and Magiſtracys, to 

the ſhame of ſuch as impolitickly prac- 
tiſe the contrary, *Tis + and aſi 


ded with as much Prudence and Juſtice, | 
as the thing is uncommon, that thoſe of | 
one Religion ſhall exerciſe no manner of 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction over thoſe of 
another; which to do is the greateſt ab- 
ſurdity in the World, as it is moſt reaſo- 
nable that thoſe of the ſame Communion 
ſhould exerciſe their own Diſcipline 
within themſelves. The Elector will 
_ perceive the good effects of this 
equitable Proceeding, both in the peo- 
pling of his Countrys, which of conſe- 
quence makes him rich and powerful ; 
and in the Affection of his Subjects, whoſe 
Obedience is not half ſo wel] ſecur'd by 
any Set of Notions or Doctrines (be they 
what they will) as by wholeſom Laws, 
and an impartial Adminiſtration, But his 
moſt ſerene Highne/5 is likewiſe ſo nice a 
Judg, and ſo munificent a Patron of the 
iberal Arts and Sciences, that, in form- 

ing 
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ing this incomparable DE CL AR A- 
TIO N, he could not be unmindful of 
reſtoring the Vniverſirys, not only to their 
antient Splendor, but to make them like- 
wiſe Places of Improvement to thoſe of 
all Perſuaſions: which ſerves to condemn 
the Practice of thoſe who regulate the 
Seminarys of B Education, as if 
none were to be learned or polite but 
their particular Society; and yet theſe 
will gravely pretend to abhor the like 
Partiality in the Emperor Julian. But 
here follows the DECLARATION

might happen among any of our Subjects, 
touching the Exerciſe of their ſeveral 
Religions: We have therefore, for theſe 
Reaſons, from time to' time given ſuch 
Orders as we believ'd to be the moſt con- 
venient and neceſſary, not forgetting any 
means that might contribute to this good 


end, 
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end, But having underſtood, contrary 
to all expectation, that our wholeſome: 
Intention has not had the effect which 
we promis'd our ſelves, our Subjects of 
the Reform'd Religion alledging they 
were oppreſy'd by ſeveral Grievances : 
We therefore being mov'd by the regard 
we had to the Recommendations of our 


Allys, and by our Deſire of confirming - 
the Union which is ſo neceſſary among 
our Subjects, have thought fit to cauſe the 
enſuing Ordinances to be publiſh'd in our 
Electorate, and in the other Territorys 


{ therein-mention'd, eſtabliſhing as fol - 


lows : 


THAT from this time, and al- 
ways for the future, it ſhall be lawful 
for all our Subjects of the Palatinate, 
who profeſs any of the three Religions 
tolerated in the Holy Roman Empire, eſ- 

cially to thoſe of the Bayliwick of 

ermerſheim, to exerciſe and enjoy an 
entire Liberty of Conſcience, the Abuſes 
which may have been introduc'd con- 
trary to the ſame, being firſt ſuppreſs'd ; 
and that they be neither troubled therein, 


nor diſquieted in any manner whatſo- 
ever. To this end we command to be 
obſerv'd at all times, without any Con-

to which our Subjects are 1 to 
conform, and to regulate themſelves ac.

This being premis'd, every Perſon, whe- 
ther he be young or old, when he's ar- 
rived to the Age of Diſcretion, may 
profeſs any of the three Religions tole- 
rated in the Holy Roman Empire, openly 
and without apy moleſtation, enjoying 
an entire Liberty of Conſcience, and be- 
ing free to embrace the one or the other 
Religion, as to himſelf ſhall ſeem beſt : 
to which end all Orders, that may have 
hitherto been iflu'd out in the Palatinate, 
and in the Bayliwick of Termerſteim, con-

trated between Perſons of different Re- 
ligions, it ſhall be lawful for the Parents

= may agree after their Marriage : 
which nevertheleſs they ſhall be oblig'd 
to prove by authentick Witneſſes ; for

fy'd therein, the Children are to fol- 
low in their Religion the Heads of Fa- 
milies. But thoſe Children themſelves 
ſhall 10 an entire Liberty of Con · 


ſcience (as above provided) when they 


ſhall come to the Age of Diſcretion ; 
and it ſhall be likewiſe free for the ſur- 
viving Father or Mother to bring up 
their Children in their own Religion, as 
they ſhall think fit. 
When a Marriage is to be celebrated 
between Perſons of different Religions, 
the Banes ſhall be publiſh'd in the Chur- 
ches of both their Perſuaſions, tho they 
ſhould live in the ſame City or Pariſh;

To the end that the Difficulties which 
have hitherto ariſen touching the publick 
Service may be terminated all at once, 
after mature Deliberation we have or- 
der'd they be remov'd, as by theſe Pre- 
ſents we do remove them ; in ſuch ſort 
nevertheleſs, that it (hall remain eſtabliſht 
in the places where it has been in the

| bach, Nemſtadt, Oppenheim, Simmeren, 
Stromberg, and Ladenburg, when in any 
of theſe there are two or more Churches, 
or Places of Churches, where the Re- 
form'd have us d the Exerciſe of their 
Religion in the Year 1685 ; or that ſuch 
Churches have been erected ſince that time 
at their expence, and where the Roman 
Catholicks neither have a Pariſh nor any 
Church belonging to ir Religious Or- 
ders: it is our PleaſufE, that one be aſ- 
fign'd them excluſively of all others. How - 
ever the Catholicks, notwithſtanding the 
ſaid. Regulation, ſhall retain the Church 
of the Recollects, call'd the Church of 
the Hoſpital or of the Gariſon in the 
Suburbs; wherein nevertheleſs neither 
the Hoſpital nor the Revenue of the ſame 
are comprehended: And alſo the Catho- 
licks ſhall have the Quire of the Church 
of the Holy Ghoſt, which ſhall be ſepa- 
rated by a Wall, and ſo the Entrance is to 
be made to it from without. In exch: 
hereof the Reform'd ſhall have to them. 
ſelves the ſole uſe of the Body of the 


ſaid 
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aid Church of the Holy Ghoſt. The 
Steeple with the Bells ſhall be common to 
both; as alſo that of St. Peter, with its 
Quire and Appurtenances.

for the High Germans and Walloons ; as 
likewiſe all the. Parſonage-Houſes, ReQo-

We further will, that to the Reform'd 
of Frantendaal be given this Church, with 
its Dependencies ; in the Quire of Which 
there is perform'd a common Exerciſe of 
Religion. There ſhall remain to the Re- 
form'd the Pedagogy, the Parſonage and 
School-houſes, with all that they enjoy'd 
in the Year 1685; and the Catholicks 
ſhall have the ſecond Church, but the 
Reform'd ſhall have the third Church ex- 


dluſively for the Walloon Congregation. 


In the reſt of ur Towns above men- 
tion'd, the foreſaid Regulation is to be 


follow'd, by virtue of which the Re- 


form'd ſhall have the great Church at 
Alzey, and the Catholicks that which is 
at preſent in the poſſeſſion of the Capu- 
chins. So likewiſe at Lauteren and Op- 


penheim the Reform'd ſhall have the great 


Pariſh-Church, and : the Catholicks the 
two Churches of the Franciſcans, which 
are in the ſaid Towns. At Baccarach the 
Catholicks ſhall have the Church ſituated 
at the foot of the Mountain, and the Re- 
form'd the Pariſh- Church.

Exerciſe of their Religion in the Year 
1615, and where the Catholicks have no 
Cloiſter or Church of their own) be di- 
vided ; but in ſuch ſort however, that

their two parts in ſeven, as hereafter ſpe- 
cify'd. And that, in exchange, the Re-

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form'd ſhall preferably chuſe, out of this 
Inſpection, where the ſaid Church gran- 
ted to the Catholicks is ſituated; their 
five parts in ſeven, due out of the Chur- 
ches where the Reform'd Miniſters re- 
main at preſent, by reaſon of the Church 
granted to the Catholicks : ſo that the 
Catholicks ſhall retain two Pariſh Chur- 
ches, and the Reform'd five of thoſe 
where their Miniſters continue. The 
other Churches ſhall be divided betwixt 
them in the following manner. Firſt, 
the Remains of ſuch Churches where any 
Miniſters ſtill continue. Secondly, the 
Churches that are well built or in a good 

© condition. Thirdly, thoſe Churches or 
Chappels of Eaſe which are very near 
ruin d. And laſtly, the real Ruins ſhall 
be put together ſeven at a time ; in ſuch 
a manner, as that in the following In- 
ſpection the Reform'd ſhall have five and 
the Catholicks two excluſively ; of which 
nevertheleſs our Reform'd Conſiſtory ſhall 
chuſe the firſt, and the Counſellors we 
ſhall name on behalf of the Catholicks 
ſhall chuſe the ſecond, the Reform'd the 
third, the Catholicks the fourth, and ſo

We likewiſe expreſly ordain, that the 
Reform'd be left in the Enjoyment of all 
_ C 2 Poſs 
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poſſeſſions, Revenues, and the great and 
ſmall Tythes of the Churches that ſhall 
be ſolely granted to their uſe; which 
Poſſeſſions, Revenues, or Tythes, were 


enjoy'd by ſome Proteſtant Miniſter in | 


the Year 1685 as his Stipend, or were 
receiv'd by Collectors for the uſe of the 
Reform'd Church, without any dimi- 
nution, and with the Franchiſes whereof 
they. are in poſſeſſion. And our Cham. 
ber of the Finances, with what depends 
on this Body, as alſo the neighbouring 
Collegiales and Communities, ſhall be ob. 
lig'd to pay the ſame, as it has been for- 
merly practis'd. 
The Catholicks, by virtue of the a- 
boveſaid Regulation, ſhall enjoy the ſame 
right in the Churches belonging to them 
excluſively. | 

But nevertheleſs their Collegiate Chur- 


ches, and the Revenues of Cloiſters ſhall 


not be comprehended therein, 

We further conſent, that it be lawful 
for all the Reform'd or the Lutherans 
dwelling in any place, where there is but 
one Church, Parſonage-Houſe, or School, 
belonging to the Catholicks, to perform 
the publick Exerciſe of their Religion in 
any Houſe or other Place that ſha be 
found convenient. This ſhall be like wiſe 

as 
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as lawful for the Catholicks, granting to 
each of the Parties the liberty of building, 
in all places where they find it neceſſary, 
new Churches, with Steeples, Bells, and 
whatever depends on theſe, as likewiſe 
Parſonage-Houſes and Schools: in which 
caſe we exempt from all Taxes and Char- 
ges thoſe new Places whereon ſuch Chur- 
ches, Schools, Parſonage-Houſes or School- 
Houſes, may be erected; and we ſhall in 
like manner maintain the ſaid Houſes 
and Buildings in their Immunities, ſo 
long as they ſerve for the Uſes above- 


o mention'd. 


All the Colleges of the Lower Palati- 
nate, Pedagogies, Rectoral Houſes, and 
Latin Schools, or their Places ; particu- 
larly the College call'd the Sapientia, and 
the School of the Nectar at Heydelberg, 
the Caſimirian College at Newſtad, or in- 
ſtead of the ſame an Equivalent in good 
condition, the Colleges of Frankendaal, 
Manheim, and of other places, or the 
Ground on which they were built, which

Altho the Churches of the foremen- Þ 
tion'd Places be aſſign'd to a certain Reli« 
gion, nevertheleſs the Rights of the Or- 
dinary or the School, and much leſs the 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, ſhall in no man- Þ 
ner beextended over thoſe of another Re- 
ligion : and all Pretenſions of this ſort 
ſhall be exprefly forbid, and are actually 
ſuppreſsd by theſe Preſents. | 
Tis further our Pleaſure, that the Bells 
and the Church-yards depend on the 
Churches; with this condition notwith- 
ſtanding, that at Burials, Marriages, and 

| the like Ceremonies, the one Party ſhall Þ 
| for a reaſonable Price ring the Bells for | 
| the other. And where there is but one 
Churchyard, it ſhall be lawful for all the 
Religions to bury their Dead in common 
therein, to ſing Pſalms, and to perform 
their other accuſtom*d Ceremonies, It 
ſhall be lawful for em likewiſe to pro- 
| cure to themſelves diſtin Churchyards, 
- or amicably to agree among themſelves 
| about 
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about dividing their Churchyard, accor- 
ding to their Occaſions and the Situation 
of the Place, which is to be underſtood 
in the following manner. Where the 
Churches are left in common, the Ca- 
tholicks ſhall keep the Quire in repair, and 
the Reform'd the Body of the Church. 

The Reparation of the Steeple and the 
Bells ſhall be common to both: unleſs 
the Patron, the Collector of the Tythes, 
or ſome other was formerly oblig'd to the 
reparation of the Churches: belonging to 
the Reform'd, where none ſhall exerciſe 
the Jus Patronatus, if it was not ex- 
ercis'd in the ſame in the Year 1685, 

As in the time of our Anceſtors the 
Rents and Revenues ariſing from Colle- 
iate Churches, -Provoſtſhips, Abbeys, 
loiſters, and ſuch other Bodies, have 
been for the moſt part employ'd to pious 
Uſes ; and we having reſolv*d to employ 
to the ſame purpoſes all the Revenues of 
the ſaid Bodies, which the Adminiſtra- 
tion; call'd Ver Waltung did particularly 
poſſeſs in the Year 1685 : 

We therefore ordain and enjoin by 
theſe Preſents, that five parts in ſeven of 
the ſaid Revenues (be it in Mony, Fruits, 
Wine, or in any other things) be em- 
ploy*d for the maintenance of the Re- 
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form'd Conſiſtory, of their Miniſters, 
Churches, and Schoolmaſters, for the 
Reparation, Re-edification, and neceſſary 
Support of their Churches and Schools. 

The other two parts in ſeven ſhall re. 
main at our free Diſpoſal, dedutiis pro 
rata oneribus; and the ſaid Fruits or 
Wines ſhall not be purchas'd after the 
current Price of the Country or without 
ready Mony, nor in any wiſe diminiſh'd, 
whether it be for Political or Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Uſes, nor under the name of the Con- 
ſervation and, Protection of the Coun- 
try. 
And to prevent all Subject of Diſtruſt, 
we command that the ſaid Goods and 


Revenues be — by a general Ad- 
| 


miniſtration, conſiſting of two Catho- 
lick Counſellors and two Reform'd, with 
the Clerks and other neceſſary Officers: 
with this condition nevertheleſs, that 


the Catholicks'and the Reform'd ſhall at 
the end of every three months make a 


repartition of their Revenues in common, 
whereot the Counſellors of the ſaid Ad- 
miniſtration ſhall give Information by 


way of Reſcript to the Clerks of the 
Adminiſtration in the Country: which 


Revenues ſhall afterwards be deliver'd 
and counted by the ſaid Clerks to the 
— . Re. 
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Receivers of both Religions ; namely, to 
the Catholicks two parts in ſeven, and 
to the Reform'd five parts in ſeven, as 
it has been above aſſign'd. Neverthe- 
leſs the leaſt thing ſhall not be given 
to either Party before the Repartition 
is made, and that an. account is given 
thereof to us; with this condition how- 
ever, that what remains of the ſame be 
diſtributed to both Parties, to put the 
ſame to what uſe they pleaſe. 
This once done, the-Counſellors of the 
Adminiſtration may 1 longer intermed- 
dle in this matter; but each Religion 
may abſolutely diſpoſe of their particular 
part. After this, the Clerks ſhall de- 
pend on the ſaid Counſellors ſeparately, 
and ſhall obey their Orders without any 
repugnance, as it ſhall be enjoin'd them 
_ Formula of the Oath they are to 
take. | 
In all. other caſes every thing ſhall 
ſtand conformably to the Ordinance of 
the preſent Adminiſtration, 
Furthermore, as to what concerns the 
Reform'd Eccleſiaſtical Council and ju- 
riſdiction, it ſhall be re-eſtabliſh'd ac- 
. cording to the Tenor of the Ordinance of 
the Palatine Eccleſiaſtical Council of the 
Year 1564 ; and ſhall be protected and 
main-

maintain'd conformably to the ſaid Or. 
dinance, as it has been to the Year 1685, 
in all its Franchiſes and Immunities, and 
the courſe of Payment, 

We alſo ordain, that it ſhall be lawful 
for the Reform'd Eccleſiaſtical Council to 
adjoin to themſelves as many Miniſters 
and Schoolmaſters as they ſhall judg ne- 
ceſſary, and to transfer them whither 
they will, as alſo to unite or divide their 
Curacies, which nevertheleſs muſt not 
be done without our knowledg. And 
in caſe any Miniſter ſhall be accus'd to 
have preach'd, calumniated, or acted in 
any unlawful manner againſt the Catho- 
lick Religion, the matter muſt be enquir'd 
into as often as there ſhall be occaſion, 
by employing as many Eccleſiaſtical 
Counſellors as there are Commiſſioners 
appointed for this end ; and the Party 
accus'd ſhall be proceeded againſt ac- 
cording to the Ordinance of the Inqui- 
fition of the Palatinate, that true Juſtice 
may be done. 

And to the end that our Univerſity of 
Heyaelberg, formerly ſo much celebrated, 
may be able with the ſooneſt to return to 
its antient Splendor, and that an oppor- 
tunity may be given to all the Religions 
0 improve in all the Faculties; we 
| „ have 
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have reſolv'd to ſettle two Reform'd Di- 
vines for the Theological Faculty, and 
to endow them with the Salaries which 
they were heretofore accuſtom'd to re- 
ceive, To effect this purpoſe, we ex» 
pect it from our Reform'd Council to ſug- 
eſt the means to us whereby the ſaid 
rofeſſors may be eſtabliſh'd, We ſhall 
alſo expect for the future, that when any 
of thoſe Theological Chairs come to be 
vacant, the ſaid Reform'd Council in- 
form us how they may be moſt effec- 

_ ſupply'd. 5 | 
* ?*Tis our Pleaſure further, that the Cha- 
rities collected or founded in each Reli- 
gion be ſolely manag'd and diſtributed by 
the Receivers expreſly appointed to this 
end in that Religion. | 
But the Legata and Capitalia, particu» 
larly at Heydelberg, Manheim, Frankew- 
daal, and in ſuch other places as there are 
any, and which are not yet conſum'd, 
ſhall be reſtor'd and left to thoſe of the 
Religion that were in poſſeſſion thereof 
before the Communion and Participation 
now introduc'd : and each Religion ſhall 
adminiſter independently the part that 
belongs to it, in ſuch wiſe as that no in- 
jury be done to the one or the other 
tide, 4

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As for what concerns Penſions or Sti- 
pends, they ſhall now be paid as they 
were us'd to be in the Year 168 5: and 
both theſe and all others that have been 
hitherto founded, or that may happen to 
be — the future, ſhall, according to 
the lalt Will of the Founder, appertain 
to the Religion he has profels'd, 
"Tis likewiſe our Pleaſure, that in the 
Hoſpitals, in the Houſes for Orphans, 
and in the Alms-Houſes, erected by the 
Inhabitants and Citizens of the Palatinate, 
thoſe of both Religions be admitted ac- 
cording to the Proportion by us accorded 
of 5 and 5, without being moleſted in 
any manner on the account of their Per- 
ſuaſion: and the Orphans ſhall be bred 
in the Religion that was profeſt by their 
Parents. For the reſt, we ordain, that 
without regard to their Religion, the 
Poor and the Sick be admitted into the 
ſame, and enjoy an entire Liberty of Con- 
ſcience. Fr 
We further will and command, that 
not only the Church 33 to them in 
the Year 1624, be ſolely left to the Lu- 
therans ; but likewiſe all thoſe they have 
hitherto built, of ſhall build in time to 
come: and the Evangelick Conſiſtory 
eſtabliſh'd by us, ſhall continue indepen: 
ent 
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dent of the Reform'd Eccleſiaſtical Coun» 
cil ; and they ſhall have the Adminiſtra- 
tion of ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Goods, Parſo- 
nage-Houſes, and Schools, as well as of 
all the other Revenues whereof they 
ſhall probably appear to have enjoy'd 
the Poſſeſſion, in the 12 1624.
